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TRADE CUSTOMS. 


Divisions of the American Paper and 
Pulp Association to Formulate Usages. 


Secretary Chable, in a Circular Letter, Has Asked the Vice 
Presidents Representing the Various Divisions to Pre- 
pare a List of Customs in Their Trades. 


The American Paper and Pulp Association has started a move- 
ment among the various divisions of the association which has for 
its object the compiling in book form the general trade usages of 
the paper and pulp industries in this country. 

The vice president of each division will be in charge of the 
work in his particular branch of the industry. He will communi- 
cate with the members of his division and arrange with them to 
formulated the regulations applicable to their division. These rules, 
when they have been compiled by the vice presidents of the dif- 
ferent branches of the industry, will be forwarded to the secretary 
of the association to be printed in the pamphlet which the associa- 
tion intends to issue when the necessary data have been collected. 

Two divisions of the association—the Writing and Book— 
adopted sets of trade rules or customs a short time ago. These 
were distributed in printed form to the trade. Many trade abuses 
in these two divisions which previously existed were entirely 
eliminated by the adoption of these new rules. For a time the 
dealers who handled book and writing papers were more or less 
opposed to the change. This opposition was short lived, as the 
jobbers quickly learned that the new methods were more satis- 
factory, and benefited them as much as they did the manufacturer. 
The members of the pulp division of the association are said to 
have some established rules, but these have never been printed 
for distribution. The vice president of each division has been sup- 
plied with copies of the writing and book trade regulations in order 
to illustrate the main idea and allow him to arrange his rules 
along the same lines. 

In countries like Germany, Austria, Sweden and Norway the 
trade rules and regulations, as adopted and published, form an 
important part of the paper and pulp industries of those countries. 
In cases of litigation they are invariably accepted as prima facie 
evidence by the courts. It is believed if such rules and regula- 
tions as would apply to the paper and pulp industry in this coun- 
try were adopted and made available to consumers that in many 
cases disagreements and disputes arising with customers could be 
settled amicably and without entailing unnecessary litigation. The 
secretary's letter to the vice presidents of divisions follows: 


Dear Sir—In all distribution of manufactured products abuses 
which have crept into the trade are probably the most obnoxious 
and most detrimental features in the disposal of the article. 

The American Paper and Pulp Association is desirous of com- 
piling in book form the general trade usages in the paper and 
pulp industries in this country. 


Several of the divisions of this association, like the Writing 
and Book divisions, have already adopted sets of Trade Customs 
which exist in printed form. 

The Pulp Division has in existence some rules which, however, 
have not been tabulated as yet. 

We would be under great obligations to you if you would ar- 
range with the members of your division to formulate the rules 
applying in your particular branch of the industry, so that we 
may have them printed as the rules of your branch in the pamphlet 
which we intend issuing as a compilation of all the tradé usages 
of the industry. 

In order to give you an idea of what has been done by the 
Writing and Book divisions, we are sending you a copy of their 
respective trade regulations. These will enable you to formulate 
in a similar manner the ones applying to the division. 

In some of the countries where the paper and pulp industry con- 
stitutes an important branch of the national resources, like Ger- 
many, Austria, Sweden and Norway, such rules and regulations, 
adopted and published by the trade, are recognized by the courts 
as prima facie evidence in cases of litigation. It seems to us 
that if a compilation of this kind were made and available to 
consumers, a reference to the regulations contained therein in 
case of disagreement or dispute with a customer would settle such 
dispute or disagreement without recourse to law. 

If you desire any further information on the subject, the secre- 
tary of the American Paper and Pulp Association will place at 
your disposal any information he may have on the subject.

Thus far only a meagre 
outline of the scheme is obtainable, but promoters declare that 
progress is being made every day, and that definite announcement 
probably will come within a fortnight. 





Mill of Lakeside Paper Company Burned. 


SKANEATELES, N. Y., May 7, 1907.—The Lakeside Paper Mill, 
located near Willow Glen, about 1%4 miles north of this village, 
was destroyed by fire on Thursday of last week. The plant was 
owned by Charles G. Weeks and was valued at about $75,000, Mr. 
Weeks carried $60,000 insurance on the building, machinery and 
contents. 

The fire was discovered about 6:30 o’clock by Luke Williams, an 
employee of the mill. It originated in the upstairs part of the 
building near the chimney. The flames spread rapidly, and in a 
very short space of time the plant was a mass of ruins. A large 
number of men from this village with a hose cart went by special 
train to the scene of the fire, but they could be of little service. 

The mill had been running to its full capacity, and Mr. Weeks’ 
loss will be not only the difference between the value of the plant 
and the amount of insuranée carried, bit also the loss through in- 
ability to fill many large contracts recently made. 
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CHAMPION COATED CO. GRANTS 8 HOURS. 


The Big Mill at Hamilton, Ohio, Will Be Put on the Three 
Tour Systera Just as Soon as Sufficient Men Can 
Be |-mployed—The Strike Ended.

Dayton, Ohio, May 7, 1907.—The difficulties at the Champion 
Coated Paper Company’s mills at Hamilton have been amicably 
adjusted and the force returned to work Monday under the most 
auspicious conditions, having been granted the three tour or 
eight hour day. The men had been working in two shifts, and be- 
cause of the discharge of several men a strike, mentioned in last 
week’s Paper Trape Journat, followed. For an entire week the 
wheels of the great industry were silent and the resumption of 
operations is a matter of genuine pleasure to all concerned, as well 
as to the valley trade. 

Peter G. Thomson, president of the company, issued the follow- 
ing announcement: “Owing to the discharge recently of several 
employees by the Champion Coated Paper Company a number of 
other employees quit work. The company thought best, owing to 
the good feeling it has for its employees in general, to shut down 
the plant pending a statement by these men of their grievances. 
After waiting five days no word whatever has been received from 
them. In the meantime all the other employees of the mill, to the 
number of over 700, have reported daily for work and their 
pay has been continued by the company. All employees are now 
notified that the company will open up for work in all departments 
Monday, May 6, at 6:30 a. m., and all employees reporting for 
work will be re-employed without prejudice and will continue to 
receive the special percentage now being paid for continual and 
faithful service.” 

Speaking of the new order of things introduced this week, Mr. 
Thomson to-day said: “For several months my sons and I have 
been working on a plan to introduce a three shift schedule in the 
mills. No other book mill in the country employs three shifts, but 
we desire to be the first to make this arrangement, and expect to 
introduce it as rapidly as the men can be secured. Under the 
present system there are two forces. The night men work 13 
hours for five nights in the week, making a total of 65 hours. 
Under the three shift plan, the mills will be operated continuously, 
each man working eight hours, seven days in the week or a total 
of 56 hours for each man. A few days ago the engineers and 
firemen went out because of the discharge of four men who were 
let out because they were intimidating employees. I telephoned 
to the paper makers’ union that we had been arranging a three 
shift plan and suggested that we talk the matter over.. They re- 
plied that under the rules of their organization it would be im- 
possible for me to go into their meeting, and informed me that 
they would notify their president to come to Hamilton to take 
up the matter with us. We were advised that he would be here 
on Monday, but he did not come then nor the next day, nor the 
next, and we decided, therefore, to wait no longer, but t6 re-open 
our mills on May 6, at the usual hour.” 

The company will not compel the men to forfeit the five per 
cent, increase granted for each five years of continuous service. 
Several hundred men expressed a preference to go to work and 
this had the effect of bringing about the new order of affairs. 

The report that the hod carriers on the splendid new mill of the 
Champion Company had gone out was barren of truth. They made 
a demand for an increase in wages, but the contractor quickly 
met it. 

The strike declared at the Champion mills was a decided sur- 
prise to the president and the management. Mr. Thomson knew 
nothing of the contemplated action until he was on his way to the 
factory from Cincinnati the morning of the strike. M. V. 


J. A. Outterson Is Now Railroad President. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., May 7, 1907.—Hon. James A. Outterson, 
who has been prominently identified with the paper making busi- 
ness in northern New York for many years, has been elected presi- 
dent of the Carthage & Copenhagen Railroad. The road was com- 
pleted a short time ago and runs from Carthage to Copenhagen, 
a distance of 7 miles. There is talk of extending this road through 
to a large tract of 100,000 acres of timber land in Lewis and 
Oswego counties, which contains a large quantity of pulp wood 
which could be taken by the Carthage mills. B. 


Extent of Damage to “Soo” Pulp Mill. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., May 6, 1907.—Attention was called in this cor- 
respondence a week ago to the seriousness of the disaster in the 
burning of the pulp mill of the Lake Superior Company at the 
“Soo,” provided the fire was such as to prevent the mill from oper- 
ating again for some time. A letter just reaches me from an Ap- 
pleton man now at the “Soo.” The letter says: “The pulp mill 
was damaged to the extent of about $80,000, and will be down for 
from sixty to ninety days. The principal damage done was to the 
floors, the screens and their connections.” Fox River. 


Improvements at Plant of Hoboken Paper Mill Company. 


The Hoboken Paper Mill Company is building an entire new 
plant on a large tract of ground joining its present plant. The 
new plant will contain one 90 inch double cylinder machine, which 
will make the third machine that the company has now installed 
in its mill. The three machines built by the Downingtown Manu- 
facturing Company are all 90 inches; two are two cylinder and one 
three cylinder, each containing forty 36 inch dryers, and having a 
capacity of 125,000 pounds every twenty-four hours. 

The Downingtown Manufacturing Company, of Downingtown, 
Pa., is building the machine for the new plant, and is also build- 
ing all the necessary shafting and tanks for the new mill; this new 
plant will also contain one 150 horse power Clayton air compressor, 
one 200 horse power marine boiler and one 200 horse power Rus- 
sell engine. With this addition to the engine and boiler capacity 
of the plant the company has a steam power of 1,000 horse power. 


Dilts Beaters Ordered by Richardson Paper Company. 
LocKLaNnbD, Ohio, May 7, 1907.—Among the new plants proposed 
for this season is an improvement to be carried out by the Rich- 


ardson Paper Company, of this town, The company manufactures 
roofing felt papers. It has purchased a site and building formerly 
occupied as a starch factory and adjacent to its present mill. A 
new cylinder paper machine has been purchased from the Beloit 
Iron Works. The beating end of the plant will be taken care of 
by eight Dilts improved iron tub beating engines, with 54 inch 
rolls. These beaters are of a special type designed by the Dilts 
Machine Works, of Fulton, N. Y., for use on felt papers. The 
rolls in the beaters are made without bands, the bars being se- 
curely held by separate fastenings, so that it is impossible for 
them to become loose. One of the greatest troubles the manu- 
facturers of felt paper have experienced is the cost of keeping 
their beating engines in working order. The bands on the roll 
come off, allowing the bars to fly out, and it is a common occur- 
rence for such accidents to necessitate the refilling of the beater 
roll before the bars are half worn out. With the Dilts Machine 
Works’ patent roll all trouble and expense of this kind is entirely 
eliminated, and the beating engine rolls‘ can be run with perfect 
safety until the bars are worn down to the heads. The value 
of the new beater roll has been recognized by the Volney Paper 
Company, of Fulton, N. Y., which has eight of them in use and is 
installing eight more. 
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BOX BOARD CHANGES. 


The Managements of the United and 
American Straw Board Affected. 





Meetings of the Directors of Both Companies Held in Chicago 
on Tuesday—The Changes in Each—Reported Differences 
Among Officials—Letter to Mill Managers of United. 


[BY TELEGRAPH TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 
Curcaco, Ill., May 7, 1907. 

Important changes in the managements of the American Straw 
soard Company and the United Box Board and Paper Company were 
made by the directors of the two corporations at meetings held in 
the Chicago office of the former company today. A dividend of 1 per 
cent. was declared on American Straw Board stock by that com- 
pany’s directors. The United directors ratified the sale of the 
Marion, Ind., mill to the T. A. Snider Preserve Company, so that 
the transfer can be made May 15. Each meeting was said to have 
heen called to consider these latter steps, the reorganizations of the 
directorates, which are the second since the annual elections in 
March, being minor features, 

Herman Grossman, of Chicago, resigned as a director in both 
companies. Press of other business was the cause assigned. He 
was one of the three members of the protective committee and is 
president of Street’s Western Stable Car Company and of H. 
Grossman & Co. Gustav Wuerst, cashier in Milmine, Bodman & 
Co.’s office, who was appointed by President Mitchell on the United 
directorate when Messrs. Fleming and Wiley resigned April 1, re- 
tired today. 

William H. Kemp, the New York capitalist who is allied with 
Milmine, Bodman & Co., and Albert Sack, the millionaire paper and 
woolen mill man, of Providence, R. I., were elected to these two 
vacancies. Both men have spent some time inspecting the prop- 
erties of the company to satisfy themselves that they are good 
investments. Either one is said to have a wealth equal to Mr. Bar- 
ber’s, which so long upheld the companies. The reorganization of 
the smaller straw board directorate was more thorough. E. M. 
Watkins, who has been in charge of the main office for years, re- 
signed as vice president, treasurer and director. William G. Hobbs 
resigned as secretary and auditor. He was reappointed auditor and 
given the title of assistant treasurer. Charles C. Adsit was elected 
vice president, L. W. Bodman treasurer and Hyatt Cox, who is 
now in New York as secretary of the United, secretary. To keep 
faith with Mr. Barber that he should have two of the seven di- 
rectors, S. B. Fleming, whose election to that board on February 
21 by the Mitchell element caused some surprise, was elected vice 
president to succeed Mr. Watkins. George J. Marott, vice presi- 
dent of the Security Trust Company of Indianapolis, and another 
member of the protective committee, was elected to succeed Mr. 
Grossman. 

S. B. Theiss, president of Mr. Barber’s’ bank at Akron, Ohio, 
was present at the straw board meeting and all was placid. Mr. 
Wiley was at the United meeting. The proposition to move the 
United offices from New York to Chicago was not considered. 
President Mitchell says that the reports of possible purchase of 
new mills and sale of present ones by either of the corporations 
arose from a recent visit of inspection made by the Eastern di- 
rectors to the mill at Wilmington, III. Junius B. Woop. 





Reported Differences Among United’s Officials. 


[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Cuicaco, Ill., May 7, 1907.—In connection with the meetings of 
the boards of directors of the United Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany and its subsidiary, the American Straw Board Company, 
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which were held in Chicago today, it was rumored that the di- 
rectors of the United company are at variance with the new man- 
agement on questions pertaining to the present and future business 
policy of the company. 

It is stated that a number of the directors have criticised the pur- 
chase by President Mitchell of the 10,000 shares of American Straw 
Board stock at $40 per share formerly held by Mr. Barber. This 
stock was transferred to the new management at the time it gained 
control of the company. The directors, it is said, opposed the pur- 
chase of this stock on the ground that it was entirely unnecessary 
and that it was not worth the price paid for it at the time President 
Mitchell bought the stock. One or two members of the board who 
were affiliated with Mitchell in his campaign for control of the 
company are said to be dissatisfied with their present positions, as 
they had expected to become actively identified with the manage- 
ment of the company as officials. The board of directors also dis- 
agreed with the new management on the amount of salaries to be 
paid the president and the secretary and treasurer of the company. 
It seems that President Mitchell and Secretary-Treasurer Cox 
asked for salaries of $12,000 and $6,000 respectively. These figures, 
it is said, the board refused to grant. They finally fixed the salary 
of the president at $10,000 and the secretary-treasurer at $5,000. 

It is said that President Mitchell will sever his connection with 
the brokerage firm of Milmine, Bodman & Co., of Chicago, in order 
to devote his entire time to the active management of the United 
Box Board and Paper Company. L. W. Bodman, a director in the 
United, and a partner in the same firm, will, it is believed, relin- 
quish his interest in that company also in order to take an active 
part in the management of the American Straw Board Company 
as successor to E. M. Watkins. 

The company has now raised sufficient capital, by a loan, to carry 
on its business without embarrassment. The 10,000 shares of 
American Straw Board stock and the treasury bonds of the United 
have been pledged as collateral for this loan. The new management 
intends to assume active control of the business of the company, 
and there will be probably no appointment of a general manager. 
Mr. Barber has been acquiring stock of the American Straw Board 
Company through his brokers in Chicago recently. He has already 
purchased about 2,000 shares. Mr. Barber stated that he bought 
the stock simply as an investment. 

In a letter to the managers of the different mills of the company 
the new management asks for the aid and co-operation of these of- 
ficials in re-establishing the credit of the company. The letter 
follows: 

Dear Sir—We wish to advise you that all the points at variance 
between the old and the new management have been satisfactorily 
and amicably settled. The directors and officers elected at the 
annual meeting February 21 are now in control of all the properties 
of the United Box Board and Paper Company, including the 
American Straw Board Company. We found this company in the 
midst of unusual trade prosperity, hampered in its operations by a 
lack of working capital. The present board of directors repre- 
sent stockholders owning largely of its securities and believing 
in its future. They have, through the purchase of bonds, provided 
the capital necessary. 

The present officers are giving and will give their entire time 
to the active management of the business, and working with them 
are all former heads of departments, through whom we expect to 
keep in close touch with your mill, and shall be glad to give con- 
sideration at any time to your recommendations. We expect soon 
to make a personal inspection of each mill. 

We wish to advise you that all of the past due accounts have 
been paid. The policy to be pursued in the future is that all bills 
will be promptly met. We want your aid and co-operation in re- 
establishing the credit of the company. 

We shall expect you to maintain and operate the mill under 
your charge as economically and carefully as though it were your 
own property, and shall in return endeavor to give you the support 
of this office and such assistance as is necessary to make your mill 
show the best results. Yours truly,

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DOES NOT FAVOR EXPORT DUTY ON WOOD. 


A Montreal Newspaper, in Commenting on the Proposed Duty, 
Gives Reasons Why It Might Not Be a Good Thing—Doubts 
Whether the Mills of U. S. Would Then Go to Canada. 


The Montreal Witness, of Montreal, Canada, treats the sugges- 
tion of an export duty on pulp wood as follows: 

“We have received an anonymous communication purporting to 
be written in the name of an omnibus company, called the North 
Shore Power, Railway and Navigation Company, and advocating 
for the Province of Quebec an export tax on pulp wood similar to 
that passed by Ontario. 

“We do not know how far pulp wood on public lands will stand a 
stumpage tax, but in so far as it is worth anything on the ground, 
that value, as we have said, belongs to the people of Canada, and 
neither foreign nor domestic companies have a right to it without 
paying for it. That is very different, however, from taxing only 
exports. That is pure protectionism, and before we support such 
a policy let us consider whom it would protect or benefit. It would 
not benefit but injure the woodman, as it would limit the market 
for his product. It would not benefit but injure the farmer who 
cultivates pulp wood—and more and more pulp wood must become 
a cultivated crop. There is many and many an acre that will pro- 
duce more under that crop than under any other. Why should 
every burden fall on the farmers? Why should the farmer’s mar- 
ket for pulp wood be deliberately limited ? 

“The circular we have referred to says that this tax would add 
175,000 to 200,000 to our population, but wisely adds: ‘You may 
express doubt as to the correctness of these figures.’ We certainly 
will without better proof. It would not add anything to the num- 
ber of our woodchoppers, whose market, as we have seen, would be 
limited, and probably controlled by a combination. It would not 
make our farmers any more prosperous or better able to pay hands. 
It would not benefit our railways, which, no doubt, get more for 
carrying pulp wood than pulp. The only people it would add to 
our population would be the few hands at the pulp mills, and the 
only people it would benefit would be their employers, who would 
not sell us paper any cheaper as a result, as they have all along kept 
it just above the price at which it can be bought abroad, plus the 
duty.” 


Carew Manufacturing Company to Install Two New Boilers. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoke, Mass., May 6, 1907—The Carew Manufacturing 
Company, of South Hadley Falls, has let the contract for a new 
boiler house at the plant, work upon which will be commenced at 
once. The building will be constructed upon the site of the pres- 
ent boiler house, with enlarged accommodations, and the boiler 
capacity will be increased by the addition of two new Manning 
boilers. The company will increase its steam plant materially by 
this addition. It has found that an enlargement of its steam plant 
Was necessary on account of new business coming to the mill, 
which must be cared for during the times of low water in the 
Connecticut, when the mills at South Hadley Falls are cut off 
from a part of the available supply of water as well as the Holyoke 
mills, 

President Judd, of the company, is at the present time endeavor- 
ing to solve a problem as to the best manner of getting the steam 
boilers tg the mill, the contract for the boilers having been given 
to a New Haven concern. The boiler makers applied to the city 
clerk of this city for permission to cross the South Hadley Falls 
bridge and other bridges necessary to reach the mill from the 
Holyoke freight yards; but as the boilers weigh about 20 tons 
each the manufacturers were informed that the bridges were de- 
signed to carry the weights provided for by Massachusetts laws, 


and any additional loading would be done at the risk of the com- 
pany, not only as regarded accident to the boilers, but also to 
the bridges if for any reason they should fail under the load. It is 
understood that the boiler makers “balked” at this and threw “it 
up to” the Carew company, which is now figuring as to the best 
way of getting the boilers into the mills. Several ways have been 
suggested, and it is not at all unlikely that they may be carried 
into South Hadley Falls on trolley cars; but as the street rail- 
way has never been granted the right to carry freight in this city 
except under certain conditions a snag may be encountered here, 


although this would appear to be the most feasible way of getting 
them across the river. Ferry. 


Edward J. Jillson Commits Suicide.

The Reports This Week Indicate a Let-up in Some Localities— 
In Others There Is a Large Wolume—Advances 
in Chicago—Delivery Slow—Prices Firm. 


There has been no direct change in trade conditions in the 
New York market during the week. New business is still inclined 
to sag on all grades of paper excepting news, box boards and 
specialties. New orders are not as plentiful as they were several 
months ago and the present demand is only of moderate propor- 
tions. There has been no let-up with the mills and all reports 
state that they are still very busy. The unusually large demand 
for news paper is the most striking feature in this market at the 
present time. All the large newspapers are consuming more paper 
now than they ever did before, not only in New York but all 
over the country. The demand for box boards is also very brisk 
and the mills are all running to their full capacity. The “M. &F.” 
Association will hold its regular quarterly meeting this month. 
It is said that the association will make another advance of $3 
per ton on these grades of paper. Most of the dealers report that 
new business is rather small for this season of the year. They 
say that consumers are only covering their immediate necessities. 
There is no possibility of prices weakening at present, but whether 
the reduction in demand, if it continues, will affect them in the 
near future remains to be seen. It was rumored this week that 
some of the wrapping and book paper manufacturers were cutting 
prices, but these reports could not be verified. The reports were 
evidently circulated for the purpose of creating a bearish move- 
ment in the trade. No change in prices has taken place and none 
is likely to occur. The general market situation, however, presents 
many peculiar features which may account for the fact that a 


large number of buyers are holding off to await future develop- 
ments.

Wise Buyers Are Discounting Possibility of Strike. 


Western Massachusetts Office, ' 
Tue Paper Trave Journat, 
Hotyoke, Mass., May 6, 1907. ‘ 

The past week has been a fairly active one in paper trade circles 
in western New England, and all the mills have had no cause to 
complain as to a shortage of orders. Business has continued to 
come in upon the mills in a fairly good manner, but it is thought 
that in some quarters there has been somewhat of a decrease in 
the volume of trade, although the mills have little cause to com- 
plain. It is stated on the strength of the assertions of a promi- 
nent manufacturer in western Massachusetts that the mills have 
had a better line of trade this spring than for many years. It is 
to be expected that business will drop off somewhat during the 
next few weeks, but certain appearances would indicate that the 
“wise ones,” if such they could be called, are placing some orders, 
at least, with the thought that possibly there may be a tie up in the 
mills this summer, and when the “goods” are wanted the mills will 
not be in a position to deliver them. As yet there has been no 
direct intimation from any source that would warrant an authori- 
tative statement that there is to be either a strike or a shutting 
down of the mills. It would not be surprising, however, that some 
jobbers shoyld provide themselves for a possible emergency to 
keep their customers supplied. 

Business with the American Writing Paper Company has been 
very satisfactory the past week. All of the divisions are being run 
on full time and the various departments in the mills are working 
under full force. Orders are being received by the numerous divi- 
sions in good numbers, and the mills have business enough on 
hand, it is stated, to “keep them going” for quite a little time. The 


demand for all grades of paper made by the company has been 
satisfactory, 

The Crocker-McElwain Company is well filled with orders and 
is pushing the repairs being made on the plant to completion as 
fast as possible. The company has had a liberal patronage during 
the past year. 

All of the machinery at the Whiting mills is running under 
pressure. The company is handling a satisfactory amount of busi- 
ness, and trade thus far this week has opened up fairly well and 
with no signs of falling off over preceding wecks. 

It is stated that the demand for ledger and bond papers and the 
finer grades of writing papers has predominated this week, but the 
cheaper grades, such as are used for fine presswork and high 
grade advertising matter by large dealers, have had a good run. 

There has been the usual amount of business for the mills in 
Berkshire County. The mills of the B. D, Rising Paper Company, 
at Housatonic, have all of the orders that can be comfortably given 
attention and are running all departments full. 

The mills at Lee are also well filled with business, and the Smith 
Paper Company is running all its mills full time and with orders 
on hand for future shipment. Ferry. 


Boston Buyers Holding Off—Mill Men Serene.

Business with city paper dealers continues to move in fairly good 
volume, but without any special features. The demand is not as 
heavy as during the early weeks of the year, but every local job- 
bing house is being favored with a good share of trade for this 
season of the year. The demand is confined mostly to buyers 
wanting paper for immediate use and is of the regular routine na- 
ture. Big orders from new sources are not very numerous just 
at present, very few of the large consumers being inclined to place 
orders in anticipation of future needs because of the hope enter- 
tained that prices may be shaded during the dull months of sum- 
mer. Such ideas are entertained by some of the city jobbers also; 
but manufacturers are not inclined to view prospective summer 
conditions from that standpoint. Just at present mills are well 
supplied with orders at ruling quotations, many of them are booked 
a month or more ahead, and all of them are bare of stocks, so 
a short dull season will give manufacturers a chance to catch up 
on deliveries and work up mill stocks for fall trade. Under date 
of April 30 the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company, of this city, 
notified the trade of another advance of one-eighth of a cent per 
pound on a number of their special grades of manila papers, this 
advance being due, so say the managers, to the increasing cost of 
raw materials. It is possible that other manufacturers of manilas 
may add a fraction to their prices during the week.

Butchers’ and No. 2 Manilas Advanced in Chicago.

An advance of $2 per ton on butchers’ and No. 2 manilas went 
into effect in Chicago today, the notices to that effect coming from 
the Wisconsin mills. The action presages an advance which can- 
not be avoided in all other lines. Print paper is high and strong, 
being largely affected by the same influences which caused the ad- 
vances in manilas, and is not expected to remain at its present quo- 
tation for any length of time. 

Prices of labor have increased steadily to ah unprecedented extent, 
but extraordinary causes forced the last advance. The trouble at 
the Sault Ste. Marie pulp mill withdrew a daily output of 110 tons 
from the market. There is talk now that by piping the mill may 
be able to start again in a month, but this does not relieve the 
present situation. The Spanish River mills are running, but at a 
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reduced capacity, and instead of a normal daily output of 120 tons 
it is now said to be between 65 and 75 tons. 

The effect of the increase in prices has already begun to be felt 
by the consumer and the protests are long and loud. The Quincy 
Whig, one of the oldest newspapers in this part of, the State, has 
gone so far in its efforts to retrench that it has raised the price of 
subscriptions. Woop. 


Very Short of Raw Materials in Fox Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppLeton, Wis., May 6, 1907.—Fox River Valley manufacturers 
cannot see anything in the prospect to bear out some of the pessi- 
mistic predictions emanating from New York regarding the future 
of business. They see nothing ahead in the way of a “slowing 
down,” unless that condition results from an actual inability to 
secure the raw materials. Orders are fully up to what they ought 
to be, but the shortage of raw materials is getting to be “fierce.” 
There seems to be no relief in sight. Jobbers as a rule, the 
manufacturers believe, do not realize what the condition really is. 
It is a new experience for the mills to have trouble keeping goin 
for lack of materials, but this is what is happening now. Ang 
about the only way the mills can get cars to ship their product in 
is to take the cars coming to them with materials and immediately 
reload them with paper. Fox RIver. 


May Business in the Miami Larger Than Usual. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, May 6, 1907.—Conditions prevailing at this time 
in the paper trade are not unusual for this season of the year, 
except that traffic conditions are not what they should be and the 
volume of orders is greater. April, usually a month of fluctuations, 
has not witnessed any out-of-the-ordinary changes in this vicinity 
up to date. The demand for the better grades of paper is keen 
and promises to so continue. The stiffening of quotations has con- 
tinued apace, with the result that a firmer market than usual at 
this season exists. The unfavorable weather has affected many 
lines of trade and it has had its indirect effect upon the local 
paper trade, but wholesale dealers have kept reasonably busy and 
the question of price changes has been of greater concern here 
than scarcity of orders. More building permits have been issued 
in Dayton and the valley towns this spring than ever before and 
the amount of building paper entering into this phase of improve- 
ments has amounted to considerable. Similar prosperous con- 
ditions throughout the country will unquestionably give quite an 
impetus to this branch of industry. M. V. 





Slow Delivery Troubles Philadelphia Trade. 
[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PuHILapeLpHia, May 6, 1907.—With hardly an exception the job- 
bing trade is deeply concerned over its inability to secure goods in 
anything like the time the consumer desires them. Some grades, 
indeed, are reported to be unobtainable in quantity at any price. 
For instance, a well known jobber declares that last week he wrote 
to eight mills in addition to the regular supply in order to secure 
some good quality news, and was not able to secure even a prom- 
ise of anything like a prompt delivery. No. 1 manilas are said to 
be but a pleasant memory, with the market absolutely cleaned up 
of them. Fibre papers of all kinds, particularly butchers’, are ex- 
ceedingly scarce, too. All the book mills have orders well in ad- 
vance, and where prompt shipments are made it is usually because 
the machine could be economically turned onto the order. For all 
grades of building papers there is a rush demand, and the manu- 
facturers and jobbers are fairly overwhelmed. Prices are firmly 
held. 

While there are exciting causes for the scarcity of goods—low 
water, wood shortage, labor troubles, car shortage, etc.—it is still 
a fact that the trade regards present conditions as in no small

Paper and Pulp in Canada Very High. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, Canada, May 6, 1907.—Paper makers here predict 
that new contracts for roll news will not be made for less than 
$2.25, though most of the present contracts are for $2. The price 
of wages and raw material continues to rise and paper must go 
up with it. The situation in Canada has been intensified by the 
fact that the “Soo” mill, producing about I10 tons per day, has 
been temporarily put out of business by the recent fire. One re- 
port is that it will take nine months to refit the mill, but the 
company may be able to cut this down considerably and there is 
no doubt it will lose no time. Even before the burning of the 
“Soo” mill, John R. Booth, of Ottawa, had no difficulty in dis- 
posing of his output, which is said to be sold in advance. Pulp 
makers are now making new contracts and generally it appears 
prices for ground wood are about $2 per ton higher than they were 
last November. Where ground wood netted the makers about 
$13 f. o. b. at the mill last November, the mill men are now getting 
$15. This is for contracts and for a few odd cars some mills are 
charging as high as $20. Sulphite pulp is averaging from $3 to $4 
higher than six months ago. This means from $38 to $40 delivered 
at the mills. The high price of lumber is turning the attention of 
everybody to spruce, which is now valuable as lumber. L.

The Spirit of Henry 0. Shepard at Rest—His Debts Paid. 


a , Cuicaco, April 29, 1907. 
Editor The Paper Trade Journal: 


Dear Sir—You always have reported failures of the printers and 
publishers in our different cities, and there usually is comment upon 
such failures that in a measure is not complimentary. It is very 
seldom that we hear of one of these concerns paying in full after 
they have once failed. 

We have, however, a case before us now of a concern that failed 
eleven years ago, and has finally paid the balance of what was 
owed, together with 3 per cent. interest for eleven years. We 
think an account of this kind should be brought to the notice of 
all paper men, and feel that your columns would be the proper 
place to have it printed, consequently we herewith hand you this 
data, which you can publish, if you will, in the columns of THE 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL. 

In November, 1895, the Henry O. Shepard Company failed, owing 
$100,000. In the spring of 1896 the company finally compromised 
on a settlement of 75 cents on the dollar, paying that much to all 
of the creditors. The business was carried on from that time until 
the death of Henry O. Shepard, December 31, 1903. The concern 
had gradually grown in every way till that time, and it was Mr. 
Shepard’s aim and object to some time pay off the remaining 25 
per cent. that he owed his creditors. Death took him before he 
was able to consummate his plan. 

Associated with Mr. Shepard was P. R. Hilton, who is the pres- 
ent president of the concern, who knew exactly what Mr. Shep- 
ard’s feelings were. It had also always been his aim and desire 
to some time pay 100 cents on the dollar. 

Last Saturday, April 27, 1907, the company sent out checks to 
every creditor that they owed for the remaining 25 per cent., to- 
gether with 3 per cent. interest on same for eleven years. They 
modestly sent jt out in a letter as follows: 

“GENTLEMEN—We take pleasure in handing you herewith check 
for the amount deducted from your account in the settlement at 
the time of our failure in 1895, together with interest, eleven years, 
at 3 per cent. Thanking you for your consideration and assistance 
at that time, we remain, yours truly, 

“H. O. SHeparp Company, 
“P. R. Hilton, President.” 

Anything that you could add to this statement, we think, would 
be justifiable. This firm vouches for the correctness of this data.

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NEws FROM THE MILLs. 


The Northern Paper Company, of Green Bay, Wis., is building 
a fine new warehouse in connection with its mill property. 

The Gould Paper Company, of Lyons Falls, N. Y., has contracted 
to supply electric lighting to the village of Turin, 2% miles from 
its mills. 

The International Paper Company will convert its plant at Bel- 
lows Falls, Vt., into one for the manufacture of cardboard and 
the heavier grades of paper exclusively. 

There was a small blaze in the rag room of the mill of Z. & W. 
M., Crane, at Dalton, Mass., last Thursday night, which would have 
resulted seriously but for quick action on the part of the employees 
in the mill at the time. The damage was small. 

It was expected that work would be commenced last week upon 
the construction of the new electric power house at Kaukauna, 
Wis., to be located on the site of the old Badger Paper Com- 
pany’s mill. The big blizzard prevented, however, and a start 
was postponed for a week or so. ‘ 

The insurance agents of several companies are adjusting the loss 
on the Green Mountain Pulp Company’s plant, Middlebury, Vt., 
which was partly destroyed by fire some ten days ago. Mr. Cart- 
mell, the manager, still says he does not know whether the mill 
will be rebuilt or not. There are several parties after the water 
power, but nothing as yet has been settled. 

There was a small fire at the plant of the Uncas Paper Com- 
pany, at Norwich, Conn., at 12:30 o’clock Wednesday of last 
week. Superintendent Stevens and shipping clerk Reynolds di- 
rected the twenty fire fighters at the mill, and they succeeded in 
putting out the blaze after an hour’s work. It was in bales of 
old paper at the south side of the new stock house. 

A large locomotive crane is to be constructed at the Maine Cen- 
tral wharves in Portland, Me., and it is expected that the crane 
will be in working order in about ten days. The crane is to be 
erected for the International Paper Company for the purpose of 
discharging from vessels the large quantities of pulp wood that are 
to be brought to that port and shipped to the paper mills of this 
company at Rumford Falls. 

There is being installed in the new extension of the Louis De- 
jonge & Co. paper mill, at Fitchburg, Mass., the first steam turbine 
generator in that city or its immediate vicinity. Naturally, the 
turbine attracted the interest of many local manufacturers and 
several prominent men, including George R. Wallace, Arthur H. 
Lowe, Charles T. Crocker, Henry T. Page and others, improved 
an opportunity to inspect it. 

The rebuilding of the Frontenac Paper Mill, at Dexter, N. Y., 
which was recently badly damaged by fire, is progressing rapidly. 
New fire walls are being placed through the section of the mill that 
was burned, and when the work is completed there will be no chance 
for any great loss should another fire occur. The fire caused only 
a temporary suspension of operations. The mill is running full 
time in all departments while repairs are being made. 

Many improvements are being made at the paper mill of Stevens 
& Thompson, at North Hoosick, N. Y. There is now being erected 
a new brick and cement boiler house 40x50 feet. Two new 100 
horse power boilers will be installed in this, which, with the pres- 
ent 300 horse of steam power, will furnish a total of 500 horse 
power to the new Corliss engine. In addition to this a new Smith 
turbine wheel of 250 horse power is being placed in position on 
the water side, together with a concrete and steel flume. The first 
floor of the wheel house is of steel and concrete, and the second 
floor of timber plank without joists. Contracts have been placed 
with the Noble & Wood Machine Company, of Hoosick Falls, for 
six 800 pound beating engines. 

The Battle Island Paper Company, of Fulton, N. Y., has made 
arrangements to put in 25,000 cords of pulp wood this summer for 
its rossing plant at Ha Ha Bay, Quebec. Six steamers will be used 


to carry the wood to Oswego, N. Y., where it is transferred to 
canal boats to be brought through the Oswego Canal to Fulton 
The boat Cuba, the recent purchase of the Battle Island Paper 
Company, has a capacity of 400 cords, while the Marshall has even 
larger, nearly 1,000 cords. The other boats are all about 400 cords 
capacity. At the present time the head waters of the Saguenay are 
frozen, so that boats cannot be started, but it is expected that the 
first shipment will be sent forward about the middle of May. The 
company is constantly increasing its facilities for a quicker handling 
and a more economical transportation of pulp wood. 


Bids for Toilet Paper Called For.

Wasuincton, D. C., May 6, 1907—The Treasury Department 
is inviting proposals until June 3 next for supplies of toilet paper 
for the use of that department during the fiscal year ending June

ment. In this instance no stated form of proposal will be fur- 
nished or required, but bids must be accompanied with samples of 
the paper and of the fixtures on which the bids are made. The 
prices quoted will»be expected to include all delivery expenses to 
the various buildings which will be designated by the department.

The ends of the casting are also covered with cement, no metal 
being exposed, and for this reason the rolls are acid and alkali 
proof. The bed plates are also made of basalt lava. 

The advantages possessed by these lava rolls are that they can 
be used fn almost any style of beater, and for any kind of raw ma- 
terial; that the time for beating is reduced in all cases, being gen- 
erally cut in two, thus saving power; that Jordans and refiners 
are not necessary, as the stock is completely finished in the beaters. 
This is another source of power saving, and also simplifies consid- 
erably the equipment of the beater room. The stuff travels swiftly 
in the beater, as the spaces between the basalt lava segments are 
wide. Wear and tear is reduced to a minmium, therefore there are 
no repairs. The stuff in the beater is not darkened, because no 
metal comes in contact with it. 

The paper produced from stock worked with these rolls is 
tough, hard and snappy, takes a better finish and less size. The 
paper can also be run faster on the paper machine and with less 
waste. These lava rolls are especially recommended for papers 
made from sulphite and ground wood, and when so used the 
papers will carry more ground wood pulp, and it will not show 
up in the sheet. On finer grades of paper the rolls also work 
to advantage, as the stuff is beaten quicken without darkening it

Settling Up Estate of the Late George R. Finch. 


Giens Fautis, N. Y., May 6, 1907.—Acting Surrogate Clother, 
of Warren County, in an opinion filed at Glens Falls today, cuts 
down by about $7,000 the commissions and fees sought by the tem- 
porary administrators of the estate of the late George R. Finch and 
their attorneys. The amount asked by John H. Barker and H. Prior 
King, administrators, was reduced from $8,750 to $7,900, while the 
fees of Edward M. Angell and Joseph A. Kellogg, their attorneys, 
are lowered from $7,500 to $4,500. Lyman Jenkins, another at- 
torney in the case, gets $270. The total value of the estate, a fact 
which has heretofore been jealously guarded by all parties in the 
case, is shown by the figures of the acting surrogate to be $788,562. 

This decision will probably end the litigation over the estate, 
which has been in progress for over a year, and the temporary ad- 
ministrators will turn the property over to the executors named in 
the will, the contest over which was settled about a month ago by 
the payment to the brother of the deceased man of $100,000. 


Do Carthage (N. Y.) Mills Use Too Much Town Water? 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., May 7, 1907.—Mill owners in the village 
of Carthage are somewhat worked up over the statement made by 
village officials that they are encroaching on the rights of the village 
in the matter of using more water than they are entitled to, and sug- 
gesting that all be compelled to put in meters.

Paper Company, Leray Paper Company and the Carthage Sulphite 
Pulp Company have joined in a statement in which they say there 
seems to be an impression among the residents of Carthage that 
the paper and sulphite mills are using large quantities of water 
from the city water system without paying for same, and conse- 
quently should be forced to put in water meters at a large ex- 
pense to themselves. If it were true that the mills are taking 
water in this manner there would be no question about the justice 
of obliging them to put on the meters, but it is not true. It is a 
matter that can be very easily and definitely determined whether or 
not they are using water they are not entitled to use. To settle 


the matter they have invited the inspection of any committee ap- 
pointed by the water board or by the trustees of the village. 

It is not customary in any city to charge for water supplying 
a sprinkler system. A sprinkler system uses water only in case of 
fire. They pay for this use and protection, in proportion of taxes 
for the support of the fire department. They pay the regular rates 
for all water used for other purposes. They desire to put them- 
selves on record as absolutely denying that they are using any 
water from the city system for which they do not pay. 

The statement of the Carthage manufacturers involves some 
questions that are likely to arise in any place supplying water to 
manufacturing establishments when those establishments are the 
very life of the town and pay a large share of the taxes. The nar- 
row view, however, is not likely to prevail. It is to the interest of 
every community to foster instead of hamper its industries. B.

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An Official List of Trade Directories. 

The pest of fake directories has at last become so unbearable 
that measures had to be taken to protect the commercial com 
munity from the swindling methods of their publishers. So great 
has been the annoyance and loss of money through these parasites 
on the business of the city that the Merchants’ Association of 
New York was forced by its members to take steps to protect 
the public against the fakers and punish the swindlers. 

Heeding the numerous complaints the Merchants’ Association 
wrote the secretary of the Association of American Directory Pub- 
lishers, asking him to prepare for it a list of bona fide trade and 
business directories. This list, which we print on the opposite page, 
the association is now sending out to its members. Accompanying 
the list the association, in its “Summary of Recent Work,” and 
under the heading of “Illegitimate Trade and Business Direc- 
tories,” says: “Attention having been called by merchants to the 
frequent solicitation to advertise in or subscribe for trade or busi- 
ness directories, some of which are fraudulent in their nature, the 
association has obtained from the Association of American Direc- 
tory Publishers a list of trade and business directories of known 
responsibility, which list is enclosed herein in the form of a special 
bulletin letter.” 

In taking measures to protect the commercial interests of the 
whole city the Merchants’ Association is but following out the 
crusade against fraudulent directories which has often been waged 


in the various lines of trade. The paper trade, we regret to say, 


has not been free from the abuses complained of. Now that the 
combined merchants of the city have taken the matter up, perhaps 
the property of legitimate directory publishers will be safe from 
appropriation at the hands of swindlers, who have tried to profit 
by the work of others. 


To Formulate Trade Customs. 


The effort now being made to put in writing the many usages 
of the various branches of the paper trade is a commendable one. 
as there is nothing so important in business transactions as 
having “things in black and white.” It is to be hoped, therefore, 
that the vice presidents of the American Paper and Pulp Asso- 
ciation will succeed in putting into words the customs that per- 
tain to their respective divisions. 

As lists of such trade customs have already been drawn up by 
the Book and Writing divisions of the association, there is every 
reason to believe that the same thing will be done by the News, 
Box Board, Pulp, Tissue and Manila and Wrapping divisions. In 
those already formulated there was no conflict that we recall 
But 
perhaps some such differences may be discovered in the other 


between the usages in the different sections of the country. 
branches of the trade. Should this prove to be the case, suitable 
statements covering the differences could, of course, be incor- 
porated in the lists. The possible variance in the customs of the 
East and West is the only obstacle that could prevent the draft- 
ing of a uniform list of trade customs. 

The argument in favor of reducing trade usages to writing is 
that such lists would aid in the settlement of many of the dis- 
putes that now arise between producer and consumer. In some 
of the European countries they are recognized in the courts as 
prima facie evidence in cases of litigation. This should be the case 
here, and it will be if the effort now being made is successful, 


as it no doubt will. 


Would an Export Duty on Logs Benefit Canada? 


On page 8 of this issue we reprint from the Montreal Witness 


an editorial comment of that paper on the above subject. Coming 
from a Canadian paper the reasons given for doubting the ad- 
visability of such a duty are very interesting, showing as they do 
a correct appreciation of the possible results of the imposition of a 
Canadian export duty on logs. 

Briefly stated, the reasons for objecting to such a duty are: 
It would injure the woodman, as it would limit his market; it would 
injure the farmer who cultivates pulp wood; it would lessen the 
earnings of the railroads, and it would not benefit the publisher, 
as the makers of news paper would keep their prices just a little 
above the figure at which paper could be bought abroad, plus the

But 
as much cannot be said of the publisher who says he prints “about” 
1,500 copies, when a detailed statement for a year would reveal an 
average issue of less than 1,000.—From Printers’ Ink.

The Victoria Paper Mills, of Fulton, N. Y., Make a Successful 
Trial of the Altoona (Pa.) Shoemaker’s, Combination of 
Ashes, Coal, Oxalic Acid and Salt—To Make Further Tests. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futton, N. Y., May 7, 1907.—A most interesting test of the 
proposition of using coal ashes as fuel was made at the Victoria 
Paper Mills on Monday of last week, when for two and a half 
hours steam was kept up with the mixture composed of one part 
coal to three parts ashes, the whole saturated with oxalic acid and 
mingled with salt. 

During the period of the test about a ton of the mixture was 
burned, which is a little more in bulk than would have been the 
case with coal. Thus about a quarter of a ton of coal, three- 
quarters of a ton of ashes, 20 cents’ worth of oxalic acid and 5 
pounds of salt furnished fuel for the running of the Victoria 
Company’s large plant for two and a half hours, at a total cost of 
about one-fourth the usual cost of fuel for a like space of time, , 

It was reported that the experiment was also tried at the Hun- 
ter Arms Company’s plant with success. But at any rate the report 
from the Victoria plant stated that the usual pressure of steam 
was maintained except for a brief period, when about 5 pounds 
was lost. However, the intense heat produced by the burning of 
the ashes and coal mixture soon overcame the fall of the steam, 
and thereafter the pressure continued to rise throughout the test 
and at its close a fuller head of steam had been obtained than 
was usually maintained for the operation of the plant. 

It was said that this fuel will be given an exhaustive test at 
the Victoria plant next week, when the plan will be followed for 
an entire day. Other plants in this city are arranging to make sim- 
ilar tests to that carried out by the Victoria, and arrangements 
are being made for a continuous run of twenty-four hours with 
the new fuel. The experiment will be watched with great inter- 
est by all the steam users of this city. a 


R. J. Dowd Enlarges Knife Works. 

The R. J. Dowd Knife Works, Beloit, Wis., is building an addi- 
tion to its power plant, and will install a new 150 horse power 
boiler. The plant has been enlarged considerably since the first 
of the two fires a few months ago. The new grinding room erected 
after the first fire was again destroyed within a few months. The 
two disasters were the concern’s first fire experience in its history 
of more than fifty years. The plant was enlarged materially after 
the second fire, and with the new equipment is now one of the best 
factories in the industry. 

A new temporary room, with the most modern facilities, has been 
added, where the steel receives a part of the special treatment 
which gives the Dowd product an individuality that has contrib- 
uted to the great success of the concern in the field of paper and 
pulp manufacture. In excellence of manufacture secured through 
ripe experience and the most painstaking care of details in pro- 
duction Dowd knives have established an enviable reputation.

Taxing the Stock Men in Philadelphia. 
. [FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, May 7, 1907.—A new form of annoyance has 
just been revamped by an overzealous police administration, and 
the paper stock jobbers are the first to feel its effects. Fortunately, 
however, theirs is an influential association, and it is not likely that 
the annoyance will be permitted long to continue. An act of the 
Legislature more than twenty years ago requires a special license 


fee of $50 to be paid by “itinerant venders and packers of paper, 
rags, etc.” 

The clear interpretation of the law is that it applies to “itinerant 
venders” and “itinerant packers.” But the police department claims 
that it means only “itinerant venders” and all packers. The result 
is that a canvass of the trade is now being made by the police de- 
partment, and the names of even the most representatives houses, 
like those of John Simmons’ Sons, are being reported as requiring 
a license. 

The paper stock dealers already pay a mercantile tax, and what 
with their property tax and other expenses they are almost taxed 
out of existence. They will certainly resist the imposition of an- 
other tax, clearly designed to keep track of what would otherwise 
be irresponsible dealers with no fixed place of business, in order 
that the police may be able to trace stolen property. : 

The association is making good progress in its efforts to enlist 
all trade associations in the movement to have the grades of streets 
leading from the river revised so as to make heavy hauling possi- 
ble. A conference with the bureau of surveys is soon to be held 
by President Hemingway. Other associations have promised to co-

To Float Logs in Black River at All Times. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., May 7, 1907.—The bill introduced in the 
Legislature by representatives of Jefferson County, permitting the 
use of Black River at all times for floating logs and pulp wood, 
has stirred up a tempest in a teapot in Lewis County, where it is 
claimed farmers will be greatly injured if the proposed law goes 
into effect. The bill was introduced in the Senate by Senator 
Cobb, and has passed that body. It provides that the floating of 
logs in Black River shall be under the direction of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Works, who was to make rules and regulations 
for the use of the stream for this purpose. Some of the Lewis 
County farmers seem to think that the use of the stream for float- 
ing logs will be to their detriment. They assume that floods from 
the reservoirs, or the raising of the level of the stream by raising 
the State dam at Carthage, will cause the low land to be inundated 
and cause a great deal of damage, for which they will get no 
compensation from the manufacturers or from the State. One of 
the Lewis County newspapers characterizes the bill as a piece of 
legislative impudence and an absolute disregard of the rights or 
welfare of thé farming interests in Lewis County. As that county 
is in Senator Cobb’s district that gentleman is being well scored, 
and there is even a cry for his political scalp if that bill goes 
through. While the new law would be of great benefit to paper 
mill owners in the Black River valley, it can be said that it will be 
of no detriment whatever to the farming interests. At times the 
floating of logs and pulp wood might interfere with the free navi- 
gation of the stream by boats, but the river is used so little for 
purposes of navigation that this will work little financial loss to 
anyone. Mill owners interested expect to see Senator Cobb’s bill 
go through the Assembly before the adjournment. If it does there 
is no doubt the Governor will sign it. B.

Horyoke, Mass., May 7, 1907—The United States Envelope 
Company last week completed long standing negotiations with the 
Boston & Albany Railroad for the purchase of a lot of land in 
Springfield, upon which the company hopes to erect another plant, 
possibly in the near future. When the buildidg is completed it will 
have five stories and contain about 400,000 square feet of floor space. 
The building will be well fitted for loading cars direct from the 
plant, and special provisions for this work will be made.

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NORWAY’S CUT EXCEEDS GROWTH. 


Efforts Are Now Being Made to Retimber Vast Devastated 
Areas—While the New Growth Amounts on an Average to 
20.7 Cubic Feet Per Acre, the Cut Amounts to 21.7. 


Vice Consul Michael Alger, of Christiania, furnishes a report 
on the forest and forestry products of Norway, as follows: 

Although 21 per cent., or 26,324 square miles, of the total area of 
Norway is still considered to be covered with forests, having an 
estimated value of about $122,000,000, the products of these woods 
remain, what they have been for years, the principal item on the 
country’s export list. Real forests, where lumber of useful sizes 
is found, are now confined mainly to the eastern and central part 
of the country, while on the coast land, from the southern part to 
the Russian frontier on the Arctic Ocean, there is hardly anything 
left of the abundance of large trees which formerly covered those 
districts. 

The real forest trees of the country are Scotch fir (Pinus siltes- 
tris), spruce (Picea excelsa), and birch (Betula verrucosa and 
odorata). The two first named species grow side by side, the fir 
predominating on dry ground and going somewhat higher up the 
mountains than the spruce can grow. With the exception of the 
spruce, which hardly grows north of the polar circle, these trees 
prevail over all the country, sometimes in an unmixed continuous 
forest covering large stretches, but more commonly mixed with 
each other or with sporadic representatives of other species of 
trees. North of the polar circle the birch is predominant on the 
coast as well as in the interior and forms the great bulk of the 
forests. The conifers grow as high up as 2,600 feet, while the 
birch zone reaches from 3,000 to 3,500 feet above the sea. Three- 
fourths of the forest area is covered with conifers and one-fourth 
with foliage trees. 


Exportation and Consumption of Lumber. 

The annual lumber production is about 344,000,000 cubic feet for 
the whole country, or 203 cubic feet per acre of forest. Of this 
quantity about one-fifth is exported, the rest consumed in the coun- 
try. With a population of 2,000,000 there is an annual average 
consumption per capita of 137 cubic feet and a forest area of 8.42 
acres. About 20,000 persons earn their livelihood by working in the 
Norwegian forests. 

The time required by the conifers to reach timber size varies 
greatly in Norway, where climate and other conditions vary so 
much on account of the great distances and the ruggedness of the 
country. In southern Norway the pine when from 75 to 100 years 
old is, as a rule, sufficiently large to yield timber of from 23 to 25 
feet in length and 9 or 10 inches in diameter at the top. The spruce 
can, under favorable conditions of growth, yield timber of the 
same size somewhat earlier, and may be ripe for cutting down 
at an age of 70 or 80 years. But for the whole country the period 
of growth for trees matured for felling may be placed somewhat 
higher, for the pine at about 150 years, and for the spruce at 120 
to 150 years. The new growth amounts on an average to 20.7 
cubic feet per acre; but at the same time the cutting down of 
forests is estimated at 21.7 cubic feet to each acre of forest; thus 
the forests are made to yield more than their annual new growth. 

In Norway the forestry administration is now part of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, having a director, 4 inspectors, 25 man- 
agers, 2 asdistants, 10 planters and 385 overseers and rangers as 
the working staff. 


Forestry Work—Profits Derived by the State. 
An appraisement of the forests and the preparations of regular 
plans for their exploitation have been commenced. Commercial 
nurseries have been established in several places, as well as estab- 


lishments for collecting and sale of forest tree seed. Elementary 


instruction in the treatment and cultivation of forests is given at 
three forestry schools, and advanced instruction at the Agricultural 
College. During the last thirty or forty years planting and scien- 
tific cultivation of forests have been undertaken both by the State 
(in one treeless district the State has planted a territory of more 
than 4 square miles) and by private persons with the assistance of 
the State. Planted forest is supposed to be self seeding when 
thirty years old. 

Of Norway’s forest area the State owns 3,335 square miles, which 
bring an annual income of about $268,000. The annual expenses 
connected with the public forests, “Statsal menninger,” as they are 
called, amount to about $128,000. The yearly profit derived by the 
State from this source is thus about $140,000. About $45,500 is 
actual running expenses, while about $20,000 is used for planting 
of new trees and for seed, and the rest for purchases and improve- 
ments of forests, and for aid to private people in forest cultivation. 


Forest Planting—Exports of Lumber and Wooden Goods. 


In 1898 a forestry society, Det Norske Skogselskab, embracing 
the whole country, was established, and of which a forestry engi- 
neer paid by the State has the professional management. The aim 
of the society is the preservation and cultivation of Norway's 
forests. The membership fee is 54 cents annually, or $8.10 for 
lifetime membership. The members, at present about 20,000, re- 
ceive the publications issued by the society free of charge. The 
State appropriates about $30,000 annually for the use of the society. 

Forest planting has attracted much attention in recent years. 
There were 6,800,000 trees planted and 748 pounds of seed sown in 
1905, of which 1,487,400 trees were planted and 176 pounds of seed 
sown by school children and other young people. Forest planting 
is gradually being introduced as a subject in the public schools. 
Especially on the west coast the school children have taken much 
interest in the matter. 

About one-third of the total exports from Norway in 1905 con- 
sisted of lumber and wooden goods. The values of the different 
classes of these products were: Lumber, $9,355.500; manufactures 
of lumber, $656,000; wood pulp (about 450,000 tons), $7,402,300; 
and paper (about 72.000 tons), $3,324,700; total, $20,738.500. In- 
cluded in manufactures of lumber are about 3.000 tons of matches, 
valued at $326,700. 


Forest Resources of Newfoundland. 


The forest” wealth of Newfoundland is extensive and is being 
more largely developed, says United States Consul George O. 
Cornelius, of St. Johns, N. F. The products are varied, the chief 
lumber being spruce, fir, juniper, birch, witchhazel, aspen, white 
maple, and white, yellow, and red pine. The white pine is of a 
superior quality and the mainstay of the colony's lumbering in- 
dustry. The spruce is also in great demand for rough work and 
is of remarkable strength, though much of it is small, owing to 
the light soil and so much of the woodland being burnt over. A 
large and expanding market is being found for both in Argentina. 
The country is easy of access to the lumberman, the coast line of 
6000 miles being broken by innumerable inlets adjacent to the 
forest belts, while many of the rivers and lakes are equally well 
adapted both for floating logs to the mills and for affording horse- 
power needed to drive the saws. The colony has suffered greatly 
from forest fires and no adequate regulating of reforesting. It is 
estimated that during the past century forest fires throughout the 
island have destroyed about $75,000,000 worth of growing timber, 

Negotiations are in progress for the launching of two more large 
pulp mills in the colony. As all these contemplate the use of 
American machinery, it is apparent that the equipment of one or 
more establishments, each of which represents a capitalization of 
$5,000,000, will do much to swell the total of American exports 
to the island. The value of the forest wealth exported from the 
colony during the last year was $302,758.

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PAPER FOR PERFORATED MUSIC ROLLS. 


A Product Patent Has Just Been Granted by Which the Lateral 
Expansion of the Sheet Is Overcome. 


'» 


The great difficulty with the ordinary music roll is its tendency 
to contract and expand with hygroscopic changes of the atmos- 
phere to such an extent that when used on a machine the perfora- 
tions of the roll do not properly register with the pneumatic ducts 
they are adapted to control. Many methods have been tried with 
a view to overcoming this defect, as, for example, by treating the 
paper with chemicals, electroplating it with copper, backing it with 
cloth and the like 

The problem was recently attacked by Messrs.:John B. Walker 
and A. Russell Bond, of New York city. A preliminary series of 
measurements of certain cylinder made papers showed that in 
the same sheet the contraction and expansion were greater in one 
direction than in a direction at right angles thereto. On investiga- 
tion it appeared that the phenomenon was dependent upon the 
grain of the paper, and this at once suggested a remedy for the 
music roll trouble. 

One of the inventors, who was formerly a civil engineer, recalled 
the fact that in the construction of the old Howe truss wooden 
railway bridges an allowance of half an inch in 24 inches was 
made for the swelling of the wood transversely of the grain, but 
no provision whatever was required for expansion and contraction 
of the wood in its length, although the beams were clamped tightly 
end to end for the entire length of the bridge, which was sometimes 
as much as 260 feet long. Knowing that paper pulp is largely 
made of wood fibre, and that practically all pulp is vegetable matter, 
and hence similar in character to wood fibre, it was but natural 
to expect that if a paper could be made with a grain as uniform as 
that of a wooden board that paper would have absolutely no ex- 
pansion in the direction of this grain. Tests were then made with 
a thin cylinder paper that showed a decided grain, and, in full 
accord with the expectations of the inventors, the contraction and 
expansion were found to be very great across the grain, but scarcely 
measurable with the grain. 

In music rolls it is only the lateral expansion that is objectiona- 
ble; hence the next step was to invent a machine that would make 
a paper of unlimited length, but with the fibres having a transverse 
direction. In the ordinary cylinder machine the fibres, while being 
drawn by the revolving cylinders through the liquid pulp, are 
virtually combed thereby in the direction of the rotation, thus 
producing in the finished paper a definite grain in the direction of 
its length. Messrs. Walker and Bond have devised a machine in 
which the pulp is made to flow in a continuous stream parallel 
with the axis of the cylinder, so that the fibres may be combed 
in the direction of the axis. The general direction of the fibres 
will then be the resultant of two components, one in the direction 
of rotation of the cylinder and the other in the direction of flow 
of the stream. By increasing the velocity of the stream this re- 
sultant may be made to approach the ideal transverse position; 
that is, the direction parallel with the axis of the rotating screen. 
To be sure, a paper with this ideal grain would have little strength 
in the direction of its length, hence a series of baffles are placed 
in the course of the stream to divert a portion of it, and by giving 
it a sinuous course to produce a certain amount of weave. The 
inventfon also covers a double cylinder machine, in which the pulp 
stream flows in opposite directions past the respective cylinders, so 
that in the paper formed the fibres of one ply will diagonally 
overlie the fibres of the other ply after the manner of a lattice. 
The receptacle in which the pulp stream is confined is carefully 
designed to do away with all eddy currents or irregularities of the 
flow, thus insuring a uniform deposit on the cylinders. The in- 


ventors have secured strong patents covering the machine and 


perforated music rolls made of the improved paper. The number 


of the patent is 846,267, issued March 5, 1907. 


To Count Sheets of Paper by Machinery. 

Newark, N. J., May 7, 1907.—A very useful machine has 
recently been invented. This wonderful little machine is known 
as a sheet paper counter, and was invented by J. Draper Bishop, 
who until recently maintained an office in the Lawyers’ Building, 
but who has now installed his invention at 45 Clinton street. Mr. 
Bishop at present is in Europe looking after some of his patent 
interests. He has recently received the United States, Canadian 
and Great Britain patents on his machine, but as yet but one has 
been made. That it will be a success, however, is assured. 

The object of the machine is to count blank bills and papers 
in sheets of almost any When set in motion it not only 
counts whatever it is given to, but it puts the sheets in bundles 
of as many as the operator chooses. For instance, if a bank clerk 
wishes to put a thousand $1 bills in packages of fifty bills each 
he simply points the dial to fifty, turns on the switch and the 
machine does the rest. The machine may be regulated to any 
speed up to ninety sheets a minute. This would mean a steady 
count of 5,400 an hour, or in a six hour day a count of 27,000, 
which is much faster than any three persons could count. The 
capacity of this particular instrument is 1,000 bills: or sheets of 
paper, though they may be made to suit any buyer. 

It is run by a motor, though that is the only thing electricity has 
to do with it. Its mechanism for counting is entirely pneumatic 
and simple in the extreme. A long tube extends to the lower 
part of the body, and at every revolution this tube, which has 
a rubber air-tight tip on it, sucks in the air and draws the paper 
up with it, forming a vacuum. Here the paper sticks until the 
air is released, when the paper falls in the lot already counted. 
In front are three dials—one to set at the number of sheets to be 
counted in one package, and the other two to total the number 
counted. 

The machine will be of great assistance in banks and places 
where large amounts of money must be counted; in trolley com- 
pany offices, where transfers are counted; in cigar stores, where 
large numbers of coupons are brought in, and in various other 
concerns. Mr. Bishop did not start work on the invention until 
two years ago. At that time he was in a bank in New York, 
where he saw the paying teller counting bundles of money. Every 
once in a while he would stand up, walk around and wsing his 
fingers, as though they ached. Mr. Bishop noticed the strain, 
and asked if a machine had never been invented to count money 
“Tf it had,” answered the bank clerk, “the inventor would be worth 
a mint.” Mr. Bishop immediately went to work on his scheme, 
which he perfected recently. A company will soon be organized 
and stock will be issued. The corporation will be made up entirely 
of Newarkers.

Water in the Erie Canal Again.

The mills which have 
been closed down for repairs are again running. Down in the 
paper and pulp district here all the wheels in the pulp mills are 
running, the usual spring repairs being about completed. A genera! 
air of prosperity seems evident everywhere. It is generally an- 
nounced now that after the barge canal is completed between here 
and Buffalo this city will be a regular lake port, as the large 
freighters and heavy barges can come down to the city. "This is 
good news to the pulp mills, as they can now get in their pulp wood 
by water instead of rail and save considerable in freight rates.

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MAKING CLOTH FROM PAPER. 


Description of the Methods of Manufacture and the Materials 
Made from Xylolin—Its Adaptation and Cheapness Render 
it a Strong Competitor of Other Yarns—Process Secret. 





Several months ago there appeared in American trade papers a 
brief description, taken from a German newspaper, of the appear- 
ance of garments for men and women the principal constituent of 
which was paper. At the request of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor American consular officers in Saxony, in which section 
of the German Empire the paper fabrics were located, were in- 
structed by the Department of State to inquire into the correctness 
of the reported discovery. In response the following report has 
been furnished by Consul Car! Bailey Hurst, of Plauen, who also 
furnished the Bureau of Manufactures with samples of the paper 
textiles : 

To the ingenuity of a well known Saxon inventor and manu- 
facturer, Herr Emil Claviez, is due the production of a paper yarn, 
termed “Xylolin,” that has been successfully used in a widearange 
of textile fabrics. The utilization of paper wood fibre in this new 
and practical way and the extreme cheapness of the new material 
compared with other yarns now in use is really a remarkable 
achievement. It should be said that this is not a haphazard dis- 
covery, but rather the logical result of years of painstaking study 
and experimentation. After the final development of the theory 
at first in mind into tangible material for all manner of uses in 
textile industries, the paper thread and yarn, loose or tightly spun, 
of all thicknesses, have since been woven into almost every con- 
ceivable fabric and tested and retested, until the invention has 
become an important commercial success, The paper yarn has 
extraordinary wearing properties, and as the full scope of its use- 
fulness has probably not been determined, it will, in all likeli- 
hood, lend itself to other purposes yet to be discovered. 


Methods of Manufacture. 


It should be understood that xylolin is wood fibre spun into 
paper thread or yarn, and may be woven into any desired fabric. 
Although of the same material as paper, xylolin is not used in sheets 
and has nothing whatever of the nature of papier-maché or any 
substance such as may be molded or cut in blocks, It is pri- 
marily a thread or yarn and is employed exclusively in weaving. 
The looms used in the manufacture of most textiles do not have 
to be especially constructed for this substance, although they may 
have to be slightly adapted for its readier manipulation. A carpet 
loom of almost any kind can employ this new yarn. A loom that 
is used for weaving linen or cotton fabrics of fine or loose mesh 
can readily take the finer kinds of the paper thread. The thread 
is not brittle, it does not have a hard surface, and it neither shrinks 
nor stretches to any appreciable extent. Having certain resilient 
qualities, it cannot be readily crushed or dented like paper, and 
on it moisture has practically no effect. It is a serviceable substi- 
tute for cotton, jute, linen and even silk. When bleached the 
yarn or thread is of a snowy whiteness, and at a first glance 
cannot be distinguished from cotton. It can be woven to appear 
as homespun linen. It combines the good qualities of cotton and 
linen at one-third of the price of cotton and one-tenth of the price 
of linen. 


More Readily Dyed Than Cotton or Linen. 


Being paper, it can be more readily dyed in delicate shades, far 
outmatching the range of colors to which cotton or silks are sus- 
ceptible and vastly more than those of linens. The process of dye- 
ing the thread or yarn is patented, and appears to be of such per- 
fection that no colors, from the daintiest nuances to the richest 
hues, are affected by strong light. If it should be the wish of. a 
manufacturer to combine the paper thread or yarn with other ma- 





terials to gain the cheapness of the new substance it can be readily 
done. It can be run in greater or less quantity as may be desired. 
Ninety-five per cent, of the material used in the thread is cellu- 
lose, such as is used for newspapers, and 5 per cent. cotton, but of 
course subjected to entirely novel treatment before spinning. The 
crude materials in this proportion are consequently very cheap 
compared to other vegetable fibres used in weaving, and this alone 
will make its place in the textile market permanent. Already fac- 
tories are busily at work in England and in Bohemia, as well as 
in Saxony, turning out the paper thread and yarn, which is bought 
by textile manufacturers for use in their mills. It is the busi- 
ness of the inventor to supply the spun paper, and not, with the 
one exception of floor coverings, to make up the multitude of arti- 
cles which can be woven from xylolin, 


It Is Used for Rugs and Carpets. 

Among the various fabrics in which the greatest amount of 
work has thus far been accomplished is the making of rugs and 
carpets, and at the factories of the inventor paper floor coverings 
are woven in great quantities, and are already being exported to 
the United States and elsewhere with marked success. Here the 
yarn of heavier quality, woven into beautiful designs, is found to 
possess advantages over certain classes of floor coverings. They 
can be turned out in any thickness as rugs, mats or carpets. They 
are elastic to tread, do not retain dust readily, and are easily 
cleaned by beating or washed without fear of injury. Unpalatable 
to moths, they are not eaten by these insects. The paper floor 
coverings naturally do not possess the properties of rich Persian 
carpets, but are adapted to uses to which Oriental rugs can be ill 


,put. Although they can be made in pile, they are at present manu- 


factured chiefly after the manner of an ingrain carpet, but in finely 
wrought, artistic patterns. They are clean and fresh, and par- 
ticularly suited to summer homes and veranda use. 

Another great field for the paper yarn is in the manufacture of 
bagging, being a practical substitute for the more expensive jute. 
It has been found best, however, in making sacks to mix one 
thread of jute with two of paper. The combination secures the 
advantages of jute gunny cloth and the lightness and cheapness of 
wood paper. Closer woven, equally strong and at one-half of the 
cost, it can replace with advantage the jute sacking now in general 
use. Inasmuch as the production of jute is localized and the de- 
mand for it steadily increases, xylolin used in place of jute for 
sacks will make those who have hitherto used jute sacking in 
large quantities more or less independent of the jute market, with 
the high prices now prevailing. Sacking made of the combination 
of xylolin and jute seems to be a cleaner and a neater fabric and 
not as heavy. The output of this combination paper sacking is 
already of great proportions, and it is estimated that in the near 
future the new sacking will be a formidable rival of the jute now 
in use the world over. 


Used for Hats, Shoes and Wall Hangings. 


The spun paper fibre has been woven into outing hats for men 
and women. “Canvas” shoes and slippers have been made of it 
at nominal cost. Some idea of its adaptability for towels may be 
gathered from the fact that last year alone 7,000,000 pieces were 
made and sold, and it is likely that not one purchaser in a hun- 
dred but thought he was buying linen toweling at bargain prices. 
These are wholesaled at about 24 cents a dozen, medium size. It 
should not be thought that the new fibre is put upon the market 
as a crafty imitation, but makers of many sorts of textiles have 
found it so serviceable that they use it for mixing with other 
thread and yarn or weave it alone. 

Wonderfully successful have been the essays in making wall 
hangings and furniture coverings. When used for mural decora- 
tion the material may be either nailed or applied with paste, and 
the delicate coloring that the paper fibre takes renders the effect

MAKING CLOTH FROM PAPER.

of the tapestries singularly effective. For upholstering veranda 
furniture the material has an unusual advantage beyond its merits 
of decoration because it is not subject to injury by light or damp- 
ness or even by rain. 


Adapted to Wearing Apparel. 

For certain grades of wearing apparel the new paper fibre has 
in itself an important sphere. The readiness with which yarn can 
be made up into cloth of any design or shade makes its use in this 
regard easy and successful. One peculiar feature when the paper 
thread is used in garments for clothing of medium thickness is 
the resultant warmth, It possesses the advantage of lightness in 
comparison with an equal bulk of linen or even cotton. The cost 
of the material for a full three piece suit of clothes of average 
weight is not over $1. In lighter weights it is particularly adapted 
to outing costumes. It can be made to look like a good grade of 
ducking, and is an excellent material for wear in the tropics. For 
workmen’s jackets and blouses and overalls it can be made up in 
brown and blue at half the cost of the material usually employed. 
There have been articles in the market made of tough, narrow 
strips of paper sewed together, making vests and light jackets to 
be worn under other clothing, retaining the warmth of the body, 
but allowing little or no ventilation. This has nothing in common 
with xylolin. The new paper fibre, however, being woven, pos- 
sesses sufficient porosity to make a hygienic garment. It seems 
well suited for underwear. In consideration of the fact that loosely 
woven underclothing is replacing to a certain extent the heavier 
flannels of an older generation, the paper fibre has been found to 
be very serviceable, combining warmth and lightness, and is fine 
enough to be*worn by the youngest children. 

Although there seems to be no limit to the uses to which the 
paper yarn can be put, fashion will have to take up the new ma- 
terial before it can be worn as gentlemen's and ladies’ clothing. 
While possessing most of the good qualities of fashionable stuffs, 
it may lack in finish and style the appearance of finer grades of 
woolen goods; but it really makes little difference whether the 
paper woven garment becomes the vogue or not, as its many ad- 
mirable qualities, coupled with excessive cheapness, are bound to 
make it an article of practical and far reaching beneficence. 

The process of preparing the new thread and yarn is a secret 
one and is patented in all civilized countries. It is of interest to 
note that the inventor intends starting mills in the United States, 
where the necessary raw material is abundant and of fine quality. 

A full line of samples of the paper textiles referred to, as far 
as made at the inventor’s mills, has been forwarded by me to the 
Bureau of Manufactures for the inspection of American manufac- 
turers and other interested,

To Test Paper Pails at Washington, D. C. 


Dr. W. C. Woodward, health officer of the District of Columbia. 
has had called to his attention a paper pail to be used in the de 
livery of milk, which, it is claimed, will do much toward prevent 
ing the spread of disease, and in the way of the prevention oi 
infant mortality. A company for the manufacture of these pails 
was recently organized in Washington, following the methods 
which, it is stated, have been successfully adopted in London. 

The pails are made from wood pulp, and can, of course, be used 
only once. They are said to be absolutely germ proof, twelve 
times lighter than the ordinary milk can, and are rendered water- 
proof by sterilization in a furnace heated to 500 degrees Fahren- 
heit. Every pail has a closely fitting flanged cover, which can 
be quickly adjusted, and, when fixed, effectually seals the milk 
As there is no cost for labor in sterilizing the articles, they are 
said to be cheaper than metal pails, pitchers, and glass bottles. 

In response to a communication from the officials of the Wash- 
ington company, asking if the paper receptacles would be accept 
able to the health department, Dr. Woodward stated that they 
would be accepted if it was shown by a reputable chemist that 
no injurious substance is used in their manufacture. The adop- 
tion of these pails is a question which will probably receive con- 
sideration by the commission which is now investigating the re 
lations of the prevalence of disease in the District of the milk 
supply.
